18—The 
Esch railroad bill, providing for pri­ 
vate ownership and operation of rail 
carriers under broad 
federal super­ 
vision, was passed last night by the 
House, 203 to 159. 
The measure goes 
to the Senate, but it will not be taken 
up there until the regular session in 
December. 
A majority of the Democratic mem­ 
bers opposed the bill, after their fail­ 
ure to eliminate 
the provision 
for 
government guarantee of revenues of 
the carriers for the first six months 
of renewed private operation. 
Representative 
Sims, 
Tennessee, 
ranking Democratic member 
of the 
House Interstate Commerce Commit­ 
tee that framed the measure, led the 
fight on the guarantee, declaring it 
a “subsidy.” 
A motion to eliminate 
it was defeated, 200 to 
165, on sub­ 
stantially a political division. 
The House reaffirmed 253 to 112, its 
stand on the labor sections, providing 
only for the voluntary conciliation of 
labor disputes. Representative Ritch­ 
i e No. th 
Carolina, former 
Demo­ 
cratic leader, attacked the labor sec­ 
tion as leaving the settlement of dis­ 
putes largely with the railway unions. 
He declared “the brotherhoods could 
nullify the provisions ten days after 
passage 
of the bill 
by refusing to 
appoint representatives” to the boards 
created to settle controversies. 
Preceding the final “showdown” by 
separate rolls, the House 
spent the 
day in considering 
numerous exten­ 
sions of the powers of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 
Its last im­ 
portant act was 
to place the com­ 
mission in control of all capital is­ 
sues of the 
roads, after 
members 
had declared that 
if similar provi­ 
sions had been in the law some years 
ago none of the 
“disgraceful finan­ 
cial disasters” would 
have befallen 
several bi*r systems.

Nov. 18— Legislation 
designed to strengthen the hands of 
the federal government in dealing with 
radicalism will be left to the next reg­ 
ular session of Congress. 
Its enact­ 
ment is expected to be one of the 
matters which President Wilson will 
touch upon in his message to which 
he now is giving thought. 
The administration’s proposals for 
legislation already have been outlined 
by Attorney General Palmer. 
They 
were supplemented 
by a bill intro­ 
duced in the Senate by Senator Poin­ 
dexter, Republican, Washington, and 
in the House by Representative Sum­ 
mers, 
of the same 
state. 
Senator 
Poindexter failed, however, to turn 
the Senate aside from consideration 
of the peace treaty while he discussed 
I. W. W. outbreaks in his state, where 
former service men were shot down 
during the Armistice Day parade at 
Centralia. 
The writing, printing, circulation or 
uttering of language urging the forci­ 
ble overthrow 
of 
the 
government 
woud be made a felony punishable by 
a fine not 
exceeding $50,000 
or 20 
years imprisonment under the bill in­ 
troduced Monday 
by Senator 
Poin­ 
dexter, Republican, Washington. 
Persons convicted of destruction of 
private property or injury to a per­ 
son 
while engaged in 
an 
attempt 
against organized authority would be 
sentenced to not more than 40 years’ 
imprisonment or fined $50,000. 
Property owners permitting meet­ 
ings where overthrow of the govern­ 
ment was advocated 
would also 
be 
punished under the act, which also 
provides a penalty of death for any 
one who by violating the act causes 
the death of a person. 
“The bill,” Senator Poindexter said, 
“ is 
intended 
to enable 
the 
United 
States to protect its functions 
and 
agencies from anarchy 
and Bolshe­ 
vism. 
It is aimed at organizations 
such as the Industrial Workers of the 
World and other unlawful organiza­ 
tions in the United States which have 
been 
particularly 
active 
in recent 
months.” 
The measure was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee 
with no 
pros­ 
pects that it or other pending legis­ 
lation of similar character would be 
taken up before adjournment of the 
special session. 
The Department of 
Justice bill has not yet been intro­ 
duced. 
Senator 
Poindexter declared 
in a 
statement Monday that Attorney Gen­ 
eral Palmer had not given sufficient 
explanation of the government’s fail­ 
ure 
to 
deport 
undesirable 
aliens, 
and that “the government had posi­ 
tively refused in many cases to allow 
them to go.” 
Characterizing the action of federal 
authorities as “inadequate,” Senator 
Poindexter 
called 
attention to 
the 


offer of Martens, self styled represen­ 
tative in this country of the Soviet 
government, to send 
home Russians 
who wanted to go, and asserted the 
government should encourage in ev­ 
ery way possible their departure. 
Senator Poindexter said there were 
immediate need of more comprehen­ 
sive and drastic legislation “for the 
punishment of those who preach and 
advise the forcible overthrow of gov­ 
ernment or destruction of prisons and 
property as a means of accomplishing 
political results.” 
“In my opinion,” he said, “there is 
no doubt of the constitutional author­ 
ity to protect its functions.”
